$20  for  a  rare  silver  bar  and  now  the  common  ones  are  selling  over  that 

Our  hobby  is  one  of  the  very  few  that  a  common  poor  person  can  afford 
to  buy  an  art  bar  with  a  mintage  of  10  or  50  or  100  or  even  5000  for 
some  ridiculous  low  prices 


1  believe  we  are  on  the  verge  of  something  very  special  in  our  hobby. 
There  are  questions  being  asked  from  other  collectors  as  they  see 
skyrocketing  prices  in  their  collectibles. 

1  just  cannot  see  the  beauty  or  rarity  of  other  collectibles  even  coming 
close  to  the  silver  art  hobby. 

In  the  mid-eighties  the  silver  art  hobby  was  going  very  good  as  some 
great  collections  and  hordes  came  up  for  sale.  I  AS  AC  had  up  to  400 
members  in  1986  That  was  a  very  exciting  time  Unfortunately,  silver 
dropped  and  stayed  so  low  that  people  started  deserting  the  hobby  1 
heard  many  people  say  that  silver  would  never  go  over  $5  again 

1  am  not  sure  how  much  silver  will  go  up  from  here,  if  at  all,  but  1  know 
that  with  the  beauty  and  rarity  of  silver  art  bars  that  we  are  just 
scratching  the  surface  of  what  the  values  really  are.  As  more  collectors 
come  into  the  hobby,  the  values  will  increase

The  Texas  Numismatic  Association's  2006  medal 
features  2"°  Lt  James  Butler  Bonham,  a  courier  and 
defender  at  the  Battle  of  the  Alamo  Bonham  was 
bom  Feb  20,  1807  at  Red  Banks,  Edgefield  County, 

South  Carolina  After  studying  law  at  South  Carolina 
College  and  practicing  law  in  Pendleton  SC,  Bonham 
went  to  Texas  at  the  urging  of  friend  Lt  Col  William 
Barrett  Travis  of  the  Texas  Army  When  he  reached 
Texas  in  November  1835,  Bonham  wrote  to  Same  Houston, 
volunteering  for  the  Army  and  reportedly  declining  all 
pay  and  land  or  other  rewards  for  his  service  He  was  commissioned  a  second 
lieutenant  in  the  Texas  cavalry  on  Dec  20,  1835  As  a  courier.  Bonham  was 
sent  by  Col  Travis  to  request  help  to  defend  the  Alamo,  and  he  reportedly 
delivered  a  letter  telling  Col  Travis  that  help  was  on  the  way  Three  days  after 
returning  to  the  Alamo,  Bonham  died  It  is  believed  he  died  manning  one  of  the 
cannons  at  the  fort  The  TNA  is  offering  two  versions  of  the  medal,  one  in  999 
fine  silver  and  the  other  struck  in  antique  bronze  The  set  is  $36  ppd  To  order,
